000 cases of sickness amone workers in 
this country each year which V:ould be 
ascribed to occupational diseases, and a 
monev loss of almost three-quarters of 
a billion dollars annually thereby, ac- 
cordinu to papers rend before, the wom- 
en's department of the National Civic 
Federation here,yesterday.

Statistics contained in the annual report of the- Fort 


W«jme police department for the past year, jnst submit- 
ted fey Chief Dayton F. Abbott, will probably be illumin- 
sting to the average citizen who has had little or no oc- 
c*«k>n to pay particular attention to this branch of. the 
unndcipal service. The report is striking as illustrating 
lihe increasing volume of work devolving upon the depart- 
men* consequent upon the growth of the city, and the ar- 
gntnent of the police head for additional men to handle it 
i*manifestly well-founded. There, were ::,i:52 arrests made 
'duiing the year just closed—a figure that snems surpris- 
ingly large—and'yet Fort Wayne is by m> means a lawless 
city. It is simply a growing city, and with increased pop- 
ulation and enlarged area must inevitably come a larger 
munber of cases in which the law is transgressed. The po- 
lice department must be enabled to keep pace with these 
demands if a proper degree of efficiency is to be expected. 
Beats covered by the patrolmen have always been too large 
to b« thoroughly guared, and special emphasis is placed 
by the chief upon the necessity for enlargement of the de- 
tective bure'au. It is doubtless true that the importance 
ctf this branch of the police sen-ice can hardly be over- 
estimated. The plain clothes detective works in a Held in 
vrWch the uniform of a patrolman would often be an ab- 
solute bar to the achievement of results, and the increase 
.of cases investigated by the detectives from 237 in 1911, 
to 620 in 1912, indicates the demand for sen-ices of this 
particular character. The safety board appears to have 
Been earnest in its endeavor to provide for handling the 
increasing duties of the police department adequately, 
and its members realize the necessity of going still farther 
in this direction. Police departments everywhere are al- 
fvayfttbe objects of more, or less public criticism, and much 
of it is legitimate and fairly dewn-ed. It is not fair, how- 
ever, to expect a degree of continuous efficiency altogether 
above the reasonable ratio of numerical strength and 
financial and physical facilities povided for a department 
upon which the peace and safety of a city so largely de- 
pends. Betterments ought to be made available jnst as 
rapidly as it is possible to do so. 


It is gratifying to note that friends of ibe temperance 


cause in Indiana are getting promptly inlo action in oppo- 
sition to the measure introduced by Senator Trnylor to 
give Indiana saloons license to keep open doors upon all 
legal holidays except Thanksgiving, rhristmas, election 
days and Sundays.

It hasn't any sort 
of excuse for existence beyond a selfish desire to enrich the 
man who sells liquor, and it will in no way contribute to 
th welfare of anybody else. 


The fee system has always been an unsatisfactory 


feature of the Indiana official system, and the suggestion 
of the Allen county commissioners' for a law that would 
place county officers upon a definite fixed salary, adjusted 
fairly, and provide that fees of every character connected 
with these positions be turned into the comity treasury, 
would be infinitely more satisfactory than the present sys- 
tem. It would eliminate all grounds for dispute and put 
the entire matter upon a definite, business-like basis.

New York, Feb. 6.—Alonzo Adams, 


discoverer and "king'' of Swan island 
in the Caribbean eca, a typo of Yankee 
marinccr almost extinct, died recently 
in the Boston state hospital. 


It was more than forty years ago 


that the skipper, then the owner of the 
trading schooner I'ollv Ann. was sailing 
for tho San Bias coast when Swan is- 
land, then an uncharted "No Man's 
Land/' peeped at him over the horizon. 


Skipper Adams 
was 
New England 


born and shrewd. 
He looked at the is- 


land a long time though liis spyglass. 
He held to his course and said nothing, 
but did a lot of thinking. 


The little island might belong to Hon- 


duras, or maybe to Nicaragua, otf whoso 
coast it lay about 100 miles. 


"I must discover that, island for the 


Hag,'' cogitated 
the 
Yankee skipper. 


So on his way back he visited the is- 
land. 
He found there about 100 na- 


tives, a mixture of Indian and other 
races. He set about "discovering" the 
island. 


According to tradition, he ordered, his 


boat's crew to row him in the yawl 80 
far away that the island was lost to 
sight, and then row toward it again. 
V\ hen Swan island popped above the 
horizon again he had technically "dis- 
covered" it.* He took possession of it 
in the name of the United States of 
America and nitide due entry of it in 
his log. On surveying the island he 
found it to be five miles wide at its 
broadest stretch, with forty miles of 
coast line. 


Skipper Adams wont hack to Ells- 


worth, Me., where he Wns born, and 
returned with his wife. 
He built a 


house on the island, nut up a lighthouse 
and in his "palace"—he was a sovereign 
now—he roared two daughters and two 
sons. He was all three branches of the 
"government"—executive, legislative and 
judicial—and there was never any graft- 
ing on Swan island. He was godfather 
to every child born to the unlives, and 
the little monarchy was a model king- 
dom. 
He recognized the future possi- 


bilitv of the kingdom as a coaling sta- 
tion 'after the Panama canal should be 
built. 
His Abdication. 


Swan island soon became nil 
unoffi- 


cial port of call. King Aloil/.o erected 
ii (lag station nnd from it, displayed in- 
ternational code signal.'. More, and more 
vessels regularly 
passed 
that way. 


When Swnn island signalled to slow 
down skippers put in nnd took aboard 
members of the Adams family or took 
orders for supplies to be delivered on 
the next trip. Vessels also landed mem- 
bers of the roval household and sub- 
jects, and. most important of all, took 
ii way the cocoaimtn, the, principal com- 
modity of the little island kingdom. 


After a while Kinij Alonzo transferred 


the title to a Boston corporation, a de- 
velopment company, 
which leased the 


island to the I'n'itod Fruit company, 
which in turn erected there the most, im- 
portant wireless bintiort in the West 
Indies.

ment made known its intention of act- 
ing upon King Aloiuo's suggestion and 
making Swim island a entiling st.'ition,

July, 11)00, he landed in Boston fmtn 
tho good ship Limon. 
The fruiter, at- 


tracted by the signal, had lain by off 
Swan island and taken away its dis- 
coverer nnd proprietor, with his daugh- 
ter-in-law, Mrs. W. C. Adams. 
From 


Boston he went directly to Washing- 
ton, whore r-c i'"'1. 5. coniTrnrc \vith Lho 
state department, which led to tho ac- 
quisition of the strategic dot in tho 
Caribbean for a coaling station. 
After 


a visit to the principal eastern cities 
Adams returned to his island domain 
for a brief stay. 


A Shakeup. 


In January of 1910 flvfl earthquake 


shocks shook up the island, throwing 
the wireless engineer, L. F. Martin, and 
the operator, ,1. Ifoberts, OH* of their 
beds, rocking buildings, upsetting fur- 
niture and throwing pictures from the 
walls; hut nnliodv was injured. 
Then 


Alonzo Adams completed his abdication 
and went to farming on 
R, place he 


bought, in tln.it, Hampton, Conn. One of 
his sons was already established in 
East Hampton, the other was in Bos- 
ton. 
Onn daughter lived at Port Jeffer- 


son, L. L, ami the other was married 
to Dr. P. .1. Currier, a dentist, at Fulton 
street and Bedford avenues, in Brook- 
lyn. 


Last May n

Swan island suffered a crushed foot and 
it 
was obvious that amputation was 


necessary; but there was no surgeon. 
The wireless operator calfed up a ship 
420 miles away. The. situation was ex- 
plained to tho ship's surgeon and de- 
tail by detail he explained to the wire- 
less operator on Swan island juit how 
the operation should be performed. The 
instructions were sent by wireless, and 
the operation was a BUCCfs. 
The pa- 


tient insisted on pressing the wireless 
key to express his thanks to the dis- 
tant steamer's surgeon. 


Captain Adams amassed a -fortune on 


the island. 
He was seventy years old 


at the time of his death. 
His widow 


and four children survive. 
For nearly 


half a century he was a member of 
Yew Tree, lodge of Masons of Brooklyn. 
This lodge took part in his funeral 
services.

It used to be said, "Anyone can keep 


clean." 
You and 1 know better. 
In 


the smoky city, by the dusty country 
road, or with little children running in 
and out, perfect 
cleanliness is some- 


thing that most of us reach only in 
ideal. 


We must learn, then, lo distinguish 


between 
clean dirt 
ami 
dirty 
ilirt. 


Tarnish on the silver is a mutter of 
beauty, not of health, but the inside of 
the old-fashioned brass kettle had to 
be clean or the food might be pois- 
oned. 


Yet aesthetic cleanliness is important, 


lor attractiveness not only aids diges- 
tion, but helps in good manners. 
Chil- 


dren particularly need the refining in- 
fluence of beautiful surroundings. 
But 


let us put the most important first. 


Perhaps the first "dirty" dirt that 


comes to'the mind is dust, and certainly 
much of the work of the household lies 
in getting rid of it. 
The broom, the 


duster, 
the 
cnrpet 
sweeper, the dry 


mop and. best of all. the vacuum clean- 
er 
are 
familiar 
implements. 
The 


vacuum cleaner has its great advantage 
in that it removes the dirt and does not 
simply stir it up. 
Tf we can't afford 


this, we must learn how to accomplish 
the same end with simpler tools, for 
simply to stir up the dust means that 
It will fall somewhere else. 


Instead of the old-fashioned feather 


duster, use cheese cloth over a broom, 
or a lamb'? wool duster, on a long han- 
dle, to reach the high places. 
For fur- 


niture a good cheap substitute for tho 
effective dustless duster is a piece of 
cheese cloth upon which a few drops of 
oil have been placed. 


A good dry mop for bare floors may 


be m,ade from old stockings put into a 
mop handle. 
This also may be treated 


with or!. 
The daily use of the carpet 


sweeper saves much scattering of the 
dust. 


If you have rugs, take them out of 


doors as often as possible for thorough 
cleaning. 


It you have carpets dampen a news- 


paper and tear it into small pieces: 
scatter these around the edges of the 
room and sweep them up. 
They will 


giither up :i!most all of the dust. 


I once compared the number of germs 


in the air of a room swept in this way 
with one swept without any precaution, 
by exposing for five minutes a specially 
prepared glass plate to the air of each 
room just before and after sweeping. 
On the plates exposed before sweeping 
there wern about thirty germs (molds 
and bacteria, 
not 
necessarily disease 


germs). On tb/! one exposed in the room 
swept with paper there were fifty. On 
that exposed 
in the 
carelessly swept 
i 


room there were fifteen thousand.

from human life. 
Do not think it is | 


necessary to 
use 
disinfectants unless 


there has been a case of contagious . 
disease, and then do it under the di- | 
rection of n physician. 
Instead, teach 


your family to let a little fresh water 
run into the bowl or sink after it has 
been used, so that clean, not dirty, 
water, may remain in the traps. Pour 
hot water frequently into the fixtures, 
particularly into the kitchen sink. Oc- 
casionally pour in a gallon or so of hot 
water in which a cup of washing soda 
das been dissolved. See that every part 
of the closet is clean, including the han- 
dle, and. above all. teach the washing 
of hands after using it.

Wear Gloves for Housework. 


It seems absurd lo say th;it gloves 


should lie worn for nil dry work— ab- 
surd because uunwessary. Vet there are 
numbers of women who, while putting 
on gloves as a matter of course if the 
work is obviously dirty, will not think 
ot doing so when dusting or cleaning 
silver. 
The best thing is to have at 


least three pairs of gloves available— 
one for the dirtiest work, one for dust- 
ing and one pair in reserve, so that in 
event, of a mishap to one pair you may 
not do damage to your hands that will 
take a week to repair. 


Try to do nil "wet" work at the 


same time, nnd after having your hands 
in water be sure to rius,; them under 
the cold water tup and get them thor- 
oughly dry before you put on the, house- 
maid's gloves nnd tackle any other kind 
of work. 
The cold water 
will harden 


the pores of the skin and prevent the 
dirt from entering.

The petitions thnt have been returned 


in the intervening two and one-half 
months bear 175,00(1 signatures. 


To Send Petitions Broadcast. 


These signatures are being classified 


by states, and, as fur as possible, by 
cities. When they have been tegregated 
those of each stata will be made the 
basis of a petition for action: In the 
state and for a local organization of the 
Good Government association. In this 
way it is hoped to carry into each state 
systematic work for legislation. 


Many of the signers added expressions 


of their opinion of the movement. 
One 


man, who signed in Denver, penned be- 
neath bis name: "It cost me $18 to get 
back to Chicago and vote in NWember." 
Another man wrote: 
"I haven't been 


able to cast n ballot since Cleveland ran 
the first time." A third man said: "My 
great-grandfather fought in the revo- 
lution for the rights that are denied 
me." 


Assemblyman Lewis's bill looks to an 


amendment o' the constitution which 
will provide that "No elector residing 
in a city or village who is temporarily 
absent from Lis residence on the last 
day of registntion shall be deprived of 
his vote, and that the legislature shall 
be empowered to make suitable provision 
for the registration of such absent elect- 
ors." 


The ultimate pnrnosc is that the ab- 


sentee, wherever he may be, may go be- 
fore a notary, answer the regular ques- 
tions, affix his signature, swear to his 
answers, and have the form then for- 
warded to the board of electors, by 
which it shall he investigated. In this 
way, it is believed, no door to fraud will 
be opened.

SIAH" IS EXILED FROM EVANSVILLE.

Evansville, Ind., Feb. 6.—There was 


a rattle of keys in the biff steel, triple- 
locking doors of the jail of Vanderburg 
county, Indiana.

monotone. Tier parted to make w.iy 
for him, each hoping that he would 
brush the hem of their garments. So 
he walked to liberty, bound for Cleve- 
land, 0., where he «ajs he will open a 
"temple." 


He ha* b«*a deported from the coun- 


ty of Vanderbure, state of Indiana. A 
ii»y.away order ii against him.

' TN ACT OF BLESSINTS HIS FOL-

Johnson, the blank "healer." hod been 
taught l>y hia "mnmmv" that he was 
a second Jesus Christ. Even as a slave 
girl in the family of Joel Fort of Ad- 
ams rnunlv, Tennessee, Mulvina John- 
sou claimed to possess occult powers. 
.She siiid she missed them t.o her son. 


The two had a large following in 


Tennessee, but Johnson grew ambitious 
to expand.

ingly, to benefit the students in every 
way in which such an adventure into 
business and responsibility can benefit 
them. 


Course in Business. 


Indeed, ill looking at the undertaking 


from a distance, it may appear to be 
just & cafeteria serving luncheons to 
hungry, hurrying students—a good thing 
in its way; but the closer you get to 
it, the more you examine uito the prac- 
ticability and spirit of it. the more you 
will be inclined to-r«gunl it as a vcry 
thoronghly practical student course in 
business and social, co-operation.

more than they absolutely need, but as 
much as they need.
